New Religious Law 
Seen As Boon 


To Archeologists 


In an unusual twist of 
events, archeologists have 
found that a new rabbinic law 
actually will help their pro- 
jects continue in situations 
where they might otherwise 
be halted for religious 
reasons. 

According to Jewish law, 
one may not dig at the site of 
a Jewish cemetery or where 
Jewish bones are buried. Ac- 
cording to the new law called 
“Who Was A Jew,” enacted 
by the Moetzes Gedolim 
HaGedolim, if someone's 
bones are found and he had 
been converted by either 
Saducees or Karaites (ancient 
versions of non-recognized 
Reform), the bones are not 
considered Jewish. Hence, 
digging could continue at 
such a site, 

By enacting this law, the 
rabbis must ‘“‘dig’’ into the 
heritage of the bones and 
determine their authenticity 
before halting excavations.

A Torah 
Thought 
For Purim

Megilias Esther, 
1 have just come from a 
wonderful Purim Shpiel that 
was celebrated at one of my 
favorite hotels. There were 
Hamentashen and plenty to 
drink. Everybody enjoyed 
themselves but as you all 
know Purim is also a time for 
learning a lesson from 
history. I’m telling you, to- 
day people unfortunately are 
too quick to jump to conclu- 
sions, We are too often 
beguiled into black and white 
judgments and instant con- 
demnations, We forget that 
our sages wanted us to try to 
see Haman as the zakai 
“(meritorious one) and 
Mordechai as the villain. We 
have allowed orchestrated 
heckling of children to turn 
the megillah into a fairy tale 
and Purim into a Jewish 
Halloween. So let us return to 
our rabbis’ advice about swit- 
ching Haman and Mordechai 
by examining Megilias Esther 
in a cold, brisk manner, far 
from the Rocky Horror Pic- 
ture Show atmosphere of 
groggers griding at our ear- 
drums. 

At the start, it is clear that 


Haman had worked himself 
up (0 the Administration's in- 


ner circle (3:1) and that hey 


was instrumental in killing 

Vasnti's ERA 

The first time we see him 
“sangry,"” moley chemah (3:5) 
was because of Mordechai’s 
dual loyalty. Mordechai’s 
own background is rather 
shady. He is first called only 
“a certain Jew” (5:1) from 
the violent tribe of Benjamin, 
Our sages question whether 
he was merely the ward of the 
beautiful Esther, and why he 
hung around b’shaar 
hamelech (gates of the king’s 
palace) only during a beauty 
pageant (2:19). Why he 
entered Esther in the first 
place is also a problem, in- 
dicating that he would be the 
region’s biggest religious 


movernent 


troublemaker until Kho- 
meini. , 

Because Mordechai 
carefully recorded the 


“history” himself (9:29), we 
can only speculate as to just 
how he really discovered and 
turned in the would-be 
assassins of Shah 
‘Achashverosh. Mordechai’ 
alliances were so treacherous 
that we see him warning 
Esther in 4:13. al tadmi 
p'nafshech Jehimales—that 
she ‘would not survive if she 
double-crossed him.” While

fers mored or rebel), Haman 
yet remains cheerful, taking 
solace in loved ones and 
counting his blessings 
(5:10-11). When the King is 
sleepless, it is Haman who is 
at hand for comfort and ad- 
vice (6:4). Haman is able to 
lead Mordechai to public 
honors (6:11), while 
Mordechai started all the 
trouble for the Jews when he 
refused to give some covod 
(honor) to a goyish politician. 


Haman had a profound 
sense of love and death. 
When faced with betrayal he 
tried to “seduce both the 
King and Queen"—vayomer 
hamelech, hagum lichbosh es 
hamalka imi, (7:8), And 
“Haman was well hung, 50 
cubits was his gallows” (8:9); 
and he was zoche (privileged) 
to be buried with his family 
(9:12). Was it mere coin- 
cidence that Mordechai end- 
ed up with Haman’s estate 
(8:7) and administrative post 
(10:3), or was this the result 
of some sordid plot? And did 
you notice that the first thing 
the administration does 
under Mordechai is to follow 
corrupt liberal party lines?

CPR, or cardiopulmonary resuscitation, 
has saved many victims of heart attack 
Now there is a new procedure available to 
aid the victim recovering from heavy 
meals and the resulting heartburn attack 
Called CPR, or corpulent pupik resuscita- 
tion, the skills can be easily learned by 
anyone from a free illustrated pamphlet 
available through your local chapter of 
the American Heartburn Association.

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Jewish Museum Unveils Exciting 
Exhibit on the Jewish Home 


With attendance records shattered by the 
Met’s “King Tut"’ exhibit and the Natural 
History’s “Gold of Eldorado,”’ the Jewish 
Museum has mounted a retrospective show 
that stands to outstrip them both. 

“The American Jewish Home: an In- 
timate Retrospective’? promises to be the 
most comprehensive look at this most in- 
fluential minority in the past 50 years. Fully 
four floors of both wings of the Jewish 
Museum will be devoted to this exhibit, 
along with films and tapes made especially 
for the occasion. 

Ata preview last week, Farley Kunst, the 
curator, took me through some of the rarer 
objects that were so carefully gathered for 
this major overview. ‘‘You’ll not believe 
what I went through to get all this,’” sighed 
Kunst, “I researched thousands of Jewish 
homes to get this collection.”” 

The most striking object upon entering is 
a collage of newspapers from the floor of a 
kitchen on Friday afternoons. Artfully ar- 
ranged, the massive work is called ‘“Protect 
the Linoleum.” In the next room is the im- 
aginative still life of couch, love seat and 


chairs covered in heavy plastic. This group- - 


ing has'a massive integrity of its own, 
speaking volumes of social attainment and 
Veblenian achievement. Entitled ‘‘Protect 
the Fabric,” this should prove to be the 
focus of the exhibit. 

Downstairs in the costume institute the 
museum has managed to create an environ- 
ment that best shows off the sartorial splen- 
dor of the woman. By maintaining a room 
temperature of above eighty degrees and 
cleverly aiming blasts of icy air at shoulder 


level, the display of “‘Stoles Through the 
Decades” is not to be missed. Flanking the 
main exhibit are cases full of cashmere 
sweater sets and sensible shoes.

The facts: The problem 
confronting thousands of 
concerned Jews today is that

the easier path to fulfilling 
one of the most important 
Mitzvot: that of Kashrut! 

First, what is GLATT 
kosher and what isn’t? Many 
authorities feel that quiche 
lorraine as served in many 
restaurants is definitely not 
Glatt and certainly. “Steak 
Diane with a bernaise sauce is 
not. This we learn from the 
famous story where the 
SAINTED Reb: Kuinzitz~ of 
Krocjmal’ went to’ see the 
Duke, When offered dinner 
by the Duke the Rebbe was 


told it was Steak DIANE with 
sauce bernaise. The Rebbe 
declined since a few moments 
earlier he had eaten a pasta in 
cream sauce and was 
FLEISHIG. So too we can 
assume that Steak Diane is 
not Glatt though many fine 
foods are. 

Fact: The so-called 
“NOUVELLE CUISINE” 
has been around for many 
decades in other disguises and 
ever was or never could be 
considered GLATT. 
Avraham Avinu when he 
rushed to get “TZEDAH 
LADERECH” for the three 
angels had little time to pro- 
perly cook the food and thus 
served up almost RAW food 
with some fruit sauce and got 
not. only compliments from 
the angels but a son to boot! 
But GLATT? No way Jose, 
to quote the sephardic chief 
Rabbi. Other- examples 
abound with the well-known

Reform Conversion 
How Kosher are they? 


Cincinnati—The American Jewish com- 
munity was stunned today when the leader- 
ship of the Reform movement announced 
their latest plan for the conversion of non- 
Jews in kosher delicatessens. When pressed 
for details, Jason Brian Stonehill, leader of 
the extreme left-wing Central Reform 
Analytical Policy group, said: ‘*Proselytiz~ 
ing and conversion will be critical in the 
years ahead if we are to be a viable part of 
the national scene. And what better place 
than a nice kosher deli?”* 

Reaction from orthodox circles was im- 
mediate and violent. A top Rabbi on the 
West Side of Manhattan was quoted as say- 
ing, “‘If we have conversions in kosher delis 
now, can high holy day services in gourmet 
shops be far behind?”” 

Comments from conservative leaders 
were more restrained. “We are examining 
our traditional sources as well as some 
recently-found writings by Julia Child.

And what’s wrong with a 
good sandwich after a trauma like conver- 
sion?’?
